\If"he had the right to give away to a campaign committee- $50,000 
"••without consulting the directors, he had a right to give away $500,000 
"••or $5,000,000. There can be no limit to such assumption and as- 
'. surance as his. If he was justified in giving away part of the prop- 
erty of others held in his custody he had a right to give all. If he 
h'ad a right to give trust funds to the committee of one party, he had 
in equal right to give them to any party of all parties. Having se- 
cured his own approval, Mr. McCall appears to think it unnecessary 
to inquire \vhat others thought about it. Within two months after 
giving $50,000 to the Republican National Committee, in 1896, he 
and other officers of the New York Life filed sworn affidavits with 
the Attorney General of Texas denying that any contributions had 
been made to political parties. This was flat burglary, as Dogberry 
would put it, a bald falsehood made oath to that the practices which 
Mr. McCall now declares to have been justifiable might be concealed 
from public knowledge. Men like McCall and Perkins are the de- 
spair of moralists. 
They are keenly intelligent and wise in their 


own conceit, but their ideas of honesty are purely relative and con- 
ventional. 
They have no moral sense, no standard of right and 


wrong save the expediency dictated by self interest. They have no 
more respect for the property and personal rights of others than 
Black Bart or Captain Kidd 
If the manager of a small grocery 


company did what McCall brazenly admits doing he would be sent 
to the penitentiary. McCall not only defies prosecution but refuses 
to return the money he took without warrant from the New York 
Life Company. It is difficult to say which is the most surprising, 
McCall's nerve and audacity or the timidity and complaisance of 
the officials. 


The use of voting machines is rapidly extending. At the recent 


election in Connecticut a constitutional amendment was adopted 
authorizing the use of ballot machines. If the Nutmeg State will 
only reform her antiquated and absurdly unjust system of legislative 
apportionment, politics there will materially improve in tone.

Hearst For Mayor of New York 


If William R. Hearst accepts the nomination of the Municipal 


Ownership League for Mayor of New York, the result of the poll 
will be full of interest as well as political significance. A few days 
ago Mr. Hearst wrote the president of the league a letter, stating 
that he was not a candidate for Mayor and would not accept a nomi- 
nation if it were tendered him. Nevertheless, the convention was 
swept off its feet by a speech out of order placing him in nomination, 
and made him the candidate with a roar in which thousands of voices 
were mingled. Many prominent Tammany Democrats and Repub- 
licans participated in the proceedings. The re-election of Mayor 
McClellan has heretofore been regarded as a certainty, but if Mr. 
Hearst takes this nomination and goes into the fight with his char- 
acteristic energy, surprises are likely to be in store for the old party 
managers. Nobody can tell in advance what the outcome would be. 
It seems that the municipal ownership question is splitting up all 
political organizations in New York City. It has created rents, and 
chasms and lines of division hitherto unknown and until recently 
•riot suspected. 
Both the Republican and Tammany organizations 


"are flirting with municipal ownership, but everybody knows neither 
one wants it nor will do anything but hamstring it if the chance be 
given. Even the Citizens' Union is torn and distracted over a prop- 
osition so threatening to the private interests of so many rich 
respectables in the metropolis. On the other hand, the editor of the 
New York American is known as a municipal ownership man through 
and through under all circumstances and on all occasions. Besides, 
he has the sympathy and good will of men who labor with their 
hands. He knows how to reach the working people, how to appeal to 
their sympathies and aspirations, how to stir their feelings and enlist 
their active co-operation. And New York is a vast hive of working- 
inen. It has an imposing array of millionaires and merchant princes, 
but when it comes to voting the men who toil outnumber all other 
classes put together. 
For this reason, Mr. Hearst's candidacy is 


likely to develop an extraordinarily popular movement that will fill 
the party managers with apprehensive anxiety and require all their 
ingenuity to check. 
However, Mr. Hearst may stick to the deter- 


mination not to run expressed in his letter to Judge Seabury.

When Shooting is Commendable 


The Nevada City Miner-TransCripHs inclined to criticise Officer 


McCready for shooting at Earle A. Sargent without being certain of 
his criminal. Our Nevada City contemporary misapprehends the 
facts or has neglected to study them carefully. 
On many occa- 


sions this paper has criticised officers of the law for being too ready 
with their revolvers, and it is not now disposed to regard shooting 
\vithout due warrant indulgently. 
But Officer McCready was 


abundantly justified in shooting Sargent. The locality in which the 
shooting occurred is a quiet residence neighborhood, in which many 
burglaries and robberies have recently taken place. The time was 
3:30 in the morning, and the police were on the sharp lookout for 
footpads and burglars. McCready had been notified that a suspected 
bicycle thief had escaped from another city a few hours before. As a 
fact, Sargent proved to be the man. His actions were peculiar 
and suspicious, and his presence in that locality at that hour of the 
morning was equally so, and he took to flight when the officer 
accosted him. McCready fired twice in the air and only shot at the 
tnan when he climbed a fence in his effort to escape. Sargent was 
under no mistake as to the character and mission of the officer, for 
McCready was m regulation uniform, which could easily be distin- 
guished some distance away, and called to the fleeing man that he 
ivas a policeman. These facts conclusively prove that the shooting 
is not open to criticism. Police officers are sometimes required to 
act quickly on their own judgment and initiative under circumstances 
which require promptitude and boldness. When the result vindicates 
the officer's judgment, the public should be satisfied. A case in 
point was the killing of the unknown burglar in West Berkeley by 
Officer Lestrange. The officer was compelled to take the initiative by 
circumstances which tested alike his judgment and his nerve. 
The 


niask and burglar's kit found on the body "of the dead man proved 
that the officer's judgment was as good as his aim. Men like 
Lestrange and McCready, who know when to shoot and how to 
shoot, are the right sort to be on the police force. It is the one who 
doesn't know when or who to shoot that has no business to be armed 
with a gun and authority. 


A thousand farmers met at Mexico, Missouri,'recently and 


formed a permanent anti-automobile association, and adopted resolu- 
tions praying for laws regulating the driving of motor cars, which 
will be presented to the Legislature The resolutions cover thirty- 
six pages of foolscap and recommend, among various other things, 
that the makers of automobiles be compelled to give bond for any 
damage which may result from the use of their machines. Many 
impassioned addresses were made, so the report says. If there is not 
an amendment in the ways of some autoists, similar organizations are 
likely to be formed in other parts of the country. In this matter the 
Missourians are not waiting to be shown, they are preparing to make 
the showing themselves. 


A Punishment to Fit the Crime 


Sam Davis of Carson City, Nevada, has some fame as a humor- 


ist. H^e is known to a more limited circle as the editor of the Carson 
Appeal, a journal that is comparatively innocuous and wholly devoid 
ot inflammatory characteristics—Mr. Davis being of a thrifty turn, 
only printing in his owrl paper what he cannot sell to other period- 
icals. In a still more circumscribed rircle he is known as State Con- 
'troller of Nevada. Mr. Davis, whose humorous instinct subordinates 
official gravity, has now suddenly achieved national fame by denying 
the New York Life Insurance Company the right to practice medi- 
cine, or whatever it calls its line of business, in the free, untrammeled, 
battle-born, telegraph-admitted State of Nevada. This is a body 
blow to the insurance grafters 
It is also a star advertisement for 


Sam Davis, who has hitherto been celebrated principally for his 
verse- and the dimensions of his pedal extremities. The Carson 
Footprints, are popularly regarded as evidences of Mr. Davis' 
literary genius. 
It can be readily imagined that putting his 


foot down on the New York 
Life is no laughing matter, 


notwithstanding the propensity of Mr. Davis for raising a laugh. 
The judicious will now rejoice that adequate punishment has at last 
overtaken McCall and his associates, who will hereafter be compelled 
to keep out of Nevada under penalty of being forced to read the 
Carson Appeal.

Board is on the point of selecting a 
text for an advanced grammar, and it 
has bPen intimated In eome quarters 
that the present book now in use Is 
satisfactory to the majority of the ed- 
ucators of the State, but is being set 
asids BO fta to give some Eastern book 
flrm the advantage of the royalty that 
will accrue from the use of their text, 


In an interview with T. J. Kirk, Su- 


perintendent of Public Instruction, on 
this subject, he said: 
"It is true that the present grammar 


Is one of the best books of the old 
series, but it is one of the old hooks, 
and we are doing away with them en- 
tirely. 


"Despite the fact that I am Willing 


to admit that 
the 
present 
revised 


grammar Is one of the best books that 
we had in use in t'ae schools prior to 
the adoption of the new and reVf-ed 
works. Btlll there were all kinds of 
opposition to the book, and there is 
hardly a mall comes to the office that 
does not bring with it some Inquiry as 
to when we will be able to furnish a 
revised and up-to-date grammar. 


IFOR REVENUE. 


"Personally, I believe that much of 


the criticism 
directed 
against 
this 


book la undeserved, but t"iat any one 
would deliberately throw aside a mer- 
itorious -work simply to throw some 
revenue Into the hands of any book 
flrm and at the expense of the chil- 
dren of the State. I do not for a mo- 
ment believe. 
"It is a fact that the elementary 


grammar in use by the State is a fail- 
ure, and does not in any way meet 
with the requirements of the schools, 
and we have Gought best to adopt an 
elementary text and an advance text 
that -will dovetail into each other, as 
much as possible. 


"The trouble has been that the law 


says to the School Superintendent and 
authorities 
You must use the books 


provided and printed 
in 
the 
State 


printing office, or you will get no sup- 
port for your schools from the State.' 
Then the school authorities come back 
at us and say: 'Why don't you give a 
decent, up-to-date book'1 The result 
is that the Text Book Committee has 
been doing all in its power to get bet- 
ter books. 


"In doing so it has also endeavored 


to make the best bargain for the peo- 
ple of the State that lies In its power. 
This renting of the plates of private 
firms has never been done before by 
any State, but by so doing we are get- 
ting the Use of the best books in the 
market without the State taking the 
slightest chance. 


MONEY HELD BACK. 


"Each flrm that provides a place has 


to keep that work up to date in every 
way and does not receive a cent of 
money in exchange until the State has 
printed and sold the book, their con- 
tracts running for four years only. It 
must be remembered that whenever 
heretofore the State has provided a 
new text it has been necessary to en- 
gage a corps of editors to get up the 
the book and this has proved far more 
costly than the royalty we are paying 
on the present works. 


"When B I. Wheeler returned from 


the East, where he made an Investi- 
gation prior to the adoption of the 
present 
system 
of 
printing 
State 


books he reported that the very low- 
est royalty that it was possible to get 
would be 30 per cent on the list price 
of books 
We paid this on the first 


work, we adopted, but since that time 
we have been 
cutting 
down 
the 


amount of royalty 
paid 
by inviting 


competition. 
until 
now 
we 
are 


only paying 17% per cent on the list 
price of books. 
"This means that if a, book retails 


for 40 cents we have to pay to the 
publishers but 7 cents a copy for the 
work. The idea 
of the 
Text 
Book 


Committee in adopting a new series of 
grammars is to get the best possible 
works, modern in every way, so as to 
clo away with the adverse criticism 
that has been showered on the present 
works and for no other purpose "
